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LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 

Dr. Brett; leader of Newtenant-governor 
Royal's advisory cotneil and champion of 
yovernment by minority in the Territoriee 
has gone to Ottawa to advocate government 
by majority. It Dr. Brett were honest in his 
desire to sce the majority rule he would give 
that desire effect by simply tesigning from 
his present position of minority adviser 
rather than by taking a trip to Ottawa at 
the Territoral expense. When a man ignores 
the plain, simple and straight course to 
secure his alleged desire and chooses an un- 
certain and devious one, he usually hassome 
difficulty in persuading the general public as 
to the honesty of his professions. This rule 
applied to Dr. Brett's case, with a knowledge 
of his previous course,leads to the conclusion 
that so far from going to Ottawa to secure 
local government by majority he has gone to 
secure if possible the government's express 
sanction to the continuance of the present 
minority rule ia one form or another, with 
himself as ruler. From a telegram appearing 
in this iesue it sgems that the attitude of the 
parliamentary*#vepresentatives of the North- 
west towards the question is one of pronoun- 
ed hostility, in some cases cloaked, but not 
the less hostile on that account, These gentle- 
men all know what the right of the matter 
is, as well as what the opinions of the people 
of the Northwest on the subjoct are, and 
when they declare against the facts and 
against Dr. Brett’s alleged contention there 
is reason to believ€ either that Dr. Brett 
sadly lacks the ability to put his case con- 
vincingly or that that he has been urging it 
the other way. When it is understood that 
Dr. Bretts’ colleague, Mr. Betts, hag on all 
possible occasions since attaining office by 
minority declared in words his contempt for 
the principle of government by majority, as 
Dr. Brett has by his actions, it will be seen 
how lame at best the case for the Northwest 
must be in Buch hands, 

Although it is expressly stated in the 
Northwest act that motions_in the assembly 


that is that the majority shall rule—it seems 
scarcely necessary to state such a provision, 
much less is there any necessity of a mem- 
ber of the minority of the assembly visiting 
Ottawa to urge upon parliament or che 
government to permit the majority to rule. 
Under representative institutions it is the 
inherent right of the majority to rule, on no 
other principle are the institutions repre- 
sentative, inno other way ean the mind of 
the public be understood, and in granting 
representative institutions to the Northwest 
the parliament of Canade had, and could 
have had, only that intention, No doubt at 
that time It was fancied that the majority of 
the people of tha Territories were of such 
docile temperament that they would permit 
themselves to be governed in any way that 
that the peason in authority for the time 
being might please, No doubt it was in this 
belief that at the first session of the assembly 
in 1888, Lieutenant governor Royal endorsed 
so heartily the prinviple of government by 
majority in aceordance with the letter and 
spirit of the Northwest act, as it still stands, 
and as long as he thought he could rule the 
majority just so long he was well satisfied 
that the majority should rule, Lat matters 
had not progreased very far when he found 
that rule by the majority meant that and 
nothing else. The majority would not per- 
init the squandering of the public funds in 
the employment of useless officials, and 
would net permit the authority vested in 
their hands by the act to beignored. This

If the Territorial revenue’ are small, all the 
more reason that they should be most care- 
fully handled, and if the country is new and 
its interests scattcred, all the more reason 
that the foundations of ite school, municipal 
and legal systems should be laid on the lines 
most suitable to the highest future develop- 
ment, agcording to the best wisdom of the 
majority of the people 

What answer Dr; Brett will receive at 
Ottawa itis hard to say, nor does it make 
any difference to the people of the North- 
west. He represents himself and colleagues 
onthe advisory council and the lieutenant- 
governor and that is all, Any arrangement 
made with him is open to repudiation by the 
people as he was not their accredited agent, 
and any arrangement that does not give full 
responsible control tothe majority of the 
assombly certainly will be repud at the 
first opportunity that occurs: Minority rule 
in the Northwest was brought about not 
through any faut or flaw in the Northwest 
act, but simply by the action of the lieutes- 
ant-governor, who—like lieutenant governor 
Letellier in Quebec, or as any lieutenant- 
wovernor might do, in deflance of constitu- 
tional law and usage—chose to accept the 
ad vice of the minority in preferende to that 
of the majority. It is this action of the 
head of the executive, not the Northwest act, 
that requires amending, and a ecratch of 


the pen from the minister of interior would 
do the work.

Prince Albert connection is the part of the 
scheme that will be of greatest benefit to the 
Territories: 

Dx. Brett recently called a meeting at 
Medicine Hat to diszuss local politics. He 
stated the ostensible object of his present 
trip to Ottawa aud asked for an expression 
of opinion from the meeting regarding his 
statements. The ineeting replied by adopt- 
ing the fullowing resolution: ‘That in the 
opinion of this meeting Mr. Tweed; as our 
representative in the assembly for the past 
three years has put our grievances before tine 
Dominion government in a satisfactory 9 
ner, and that if re-elected; we have contid- 
ence that he will again toso.” To the casual 

er the motion may seew somewhat 
irrelevant, but it is not. Dr. Brett as leader 
ofthe minority council chose to go into the 
cons tituency of the recognised leader of the 
ges of the assembly, and by declaring 
in favor of the latter’s policy attempted to 
secure an endorsation for himself, which 
would of course be made to appear as a con- 
demnation of his opponent the local member 
and leader of the majority, Mr. Tweed, No 
doubt the cute doctor thought that so soon 
after Mr. Tweed’s defeat in the recent parlia - 
mentary contest would be a good time to 
get ina back handed blow at him in local 
politics. But the doctor is cute only by com- 
parison, and his scheme did not work on 
the Hatites, who by a vote of two-thirds of 
the meeting to none expressly endorsed the 
man and action Whom he had hoped to trick 
them into condemning. Dri Brett asked the 
pears of the Hat to endorse him on Mr, 
weed's policy: The peuple of the Hat said 
they‘preferred that Mr: Tweed should advance 
his own policy. 

The Free Press reports an interview With 
Dr. Brett on the subject of his mission to 
Ottawa, in which Dr. Brett is represented as 
saying: ‘We are going to meet the govern- 
ment forthe purpose of impressing upon 
that body the urgency of amending the 
Northwest constitution 80 as to give the as 
sembly absolute control of all funds, and to 
make the council respon Able to the assembly 
for the expenditure of the same, and further, 
to grant the lieutenant-xovernor power to 
dissolve the house. We also want the govern. 
ment to build an asyluin for the insane of 
the territories, who are now kept at the 
Mauitoba penitentiary, and to give us mone 
for the maintenance of the institution. It 
will be remembered that the ame..dments 
asked for respecting the control and expendi 
ture of money were the 2 of much 
discussion in the assembly last year, The 
assembly was not then divided as to the 
justice of the assembly controlling the funds,
